Pipeline To The 
Prairies Seen By 
Oil Company Head 


Imperial Oil envisages movement 
of oil from new fields in Alberta to 
the Pacific coast and the company 
feels Alberta oil may also be moved 
into Manitoba and northwestern On- 
tario, H. H. Hewetson, president, 
told the Montreal Canadian Club in 
a luncheon address recently. 

On the Pacific coast Alberta oil 
would displace some crude imported 
from California, In Manitoba and 
northwestern Ontario it would back 
out some United States mid-conti- 
nent crude and products, which at 
present are directly imported or 
come via eastern refineries and the 
Great Lakes. 

The displacement of American im- 
ports of oil will bring substantial ad- 
vantages to the national economy, 
Mr, Hewetson said. He commented 
on the exchange situation, saying 
that the Leduc field had already sub- 
stantially reduced the need for U.S. 
dollars to pay for petroleum, and 
that it is not too much to hope that

Full advantage of Alberta’s oil dis- 
coveries cannot be taken until the 
steel situation permits the construc- 
tion of more pipe lines, Mr, Hewet- 
son indicated. “We are hopeful that 
by the end of 1950 a pipe line will 
be in operation to Regina,” he said. 
“This will in effect move the Alberta 
fields closer economically to the 
large markets of the central U.S, 
and the east; further pipe line move- 
ment across the U.S. border or to- 
wards the eastern Canadian markets 
will develop when ample reserves of 
crude oil have been established and 
when the economics of the situation 
and availability of steel permit.” 

Mr. Hewetson emphasized that 
these future developments, just like 
the work that has already been done 
in finding and developing the Alberta 
fields, would require the risking of 
vast sums. As an example, he point- 
ed to “Operation Muskeg”, a recent- 
ly completed exploration effort, which 
cost $1,600,000 but had to be aban- 
doned as a dry hole after drilling to 
a depth of over two miles.

Goal’s A Big One 


Scoring the first goal in a hockey 
game is a mighty important achieve- 
ment, Records reveal that in the 
first 34 games played in the National 
Hockey League this season, the team 
that notched the first counter usually 
finished the tussle on the right end 
of the score. 

Detroit Red Wings and Boston 


Bruins, the two top teams in the Na- 
tional circuit, are lucid examples of 
the importance in pumping home the 
first tally Zoston has won all five 


games in which they scored the first 
goal for a perfect 100 per cent. De- 
troit scored the first goal seven 
times, winning six of these and 
drawing the other, for an 85.7 per- 
centage, 

Montreal Canadiens and New York 
Rangers have won 50 per cent. of the 
games in which they scored the first 
goal. In eight contests the Habi- 
tants won four, lost two and tied 
two. Rangers were the first club to 
flash the red light in four games, 
winning a pair of these and dropping 
the other two. 

Toronto Maple Leafs and Chicago 
Black Hawks have cach won 383.3 
per cent. of the games in which their 
squad tallied the initial marker. 
Leafs won two, lost two and tled 
two in the six games they scored the 
first goal. 
Chicago dented the cordage first, 
they won one and lost two. 

Boston's record in which they scor- 
ed the first goal is unimpeachable. 
However, in the five games that the 
opposing club scored first, the Bruins 
only won twice, while losing two and 
drawing once, This means the Bean- 
towners won 40 per cent. of the 


games in which the opposition flash-| 


ed the light first. 

Detroit, who bagsted an 85.7 per- 
centage when they tallied the initial 
goal of the contest, only won 25 per 


cent. of their games when the oppos- | 


ing team scored first Out of four 
such games the Red Wings won once 
and lost three times, 

Montreal and Chicago have each 
won 333 per cent. of the games 
when the opposing team scored the 
inaugural counter. 
Canadiens won once while losing 
twice. Chicago won three and lost 
six of the nine games in which their 
adversaries broke into the scoring 
column before them. 

In the five games that their op- 
ponents scored before they did, Tor- 
onto Maple Leafs were only able to 
win once, while dropping four for a 
winning mark of 20 per cent. New 
York Rangers were defeated three 
times and drew four times in the 
seven games that the “other team” 
scored first.

Canada’s 
Food Rules 


The study of nutritional require- 
ments is a highly technical one which 
medical and scientific experts have 
been carrying on for years. In spite 
of many discoveries about the foods 
to eat for health much remains to 
be learned. The layman interested 
in eating the right foods would find 
difficulty in appraising the reports of 
these professional men and women. 
Such interpretation is, however, quite 
unnecessary. The Canadian Council 
on Nutrition in 1944 approved Can- 
ada’s Food Rules as a guide to the 
variety and amounts of foods needed 
to meet all dietary requirements. 
Eat these foods every day and drink 
plenty of water. 

Here are Canada’s Food Rules— 
listing the foods for health. 

Milk—adults, % to 1 pint; chil- 
dren, 114 pints to 1 quart. 

Fruit—one serving of citrus fruit 
or tomatoes or their juices and one 
serving of other fruit. 

Vegetables—at least one serving of 
potatoes; at least two servings of 
other vegetables, preferably leafy, 
green or yellow, frequently raw. 

Cereals and Bread—one serving of 
a whole-grain cereal and at least 
four slices of Canada Approved Vita- 
min B bread with butter. 

Meat and Fish—one serving of 
meat, fish, poultry or meat alternates 
such as beans, peas, nuts, eggs or 
Cheese, Also use eggs and cheese 
three times @ week each, and liver 
frequently. A fish liver oil, as a 
source of vitamin D, should be given 
to children and expectant mothers, 
Iodized salt is recommended,

Truly Jack Miner’s bird banding 
of ducks and geese has proven the 
value of the sanctuary or refuge 
idea in~- conserving waterfowl, be- 
cause the bird banding has proven 
that the birds go from one sanctu- 
ary to the other because practically 
every sanctuary east of the Missis- 
sippi has seen several Canada geese 
wearing a Jack Miner band. 

On the Miner Sanctuary Jack Min- 
er’s sons have re-caught geese which 
have had bands on dating as far 
back as twenty-four years, It is not 
uncommon to recatch birds that have 
been banded twenty years previous 
and every catch has birds which 
have been banded two, four, ’ six, 
eight, or ten years previous. 

The late Judge James Edmund

the Jack Miner Sanctuary always 
referred to it as “The University of 
Original Research’ because Jack 
Miner did more than hold meetings 
and passing resolutions, he put his 
theory into action and today his 
trees he planted as natural habitat 
and the birds he banded all act as a 
living memorial to his memory.

DRUMHELLER, Alta. — Mrs. Ben 
Brown, of Acme, Alberta, is not a 
bit worried about the “Turkey for 
Christmas dinner question,” for near- 
ly 4,000 of them are at present un- 
dergoing fattening in her poultry 
pens for the year-end market, The 
birds, corralled in high wire and 
board fences in four pens, got*their 
start from a normal-sized barnyard 
flock over 12 years ago. 

Each year the flock has increased 
until this season Mr. and Mrs, Brown 
hope that their spring breeding stock 
will include at least a thousand top 
ranking hens. Gobblers for the flock, 
in the past few years, have been im- 
ported at the rate of 75 ffom some 
of the largest turkey farms on the 
North American continent, 

At the moment the best gobblers 
in the flock are close to 23 pounds in 
weight and should put on _ several 
more pounds within the next few 
weeks, Attending the birds is a man- 
sized job in the hands of John Chern- 
os, former Navy man, Rodney Chern- 
os, two years old, although only an 
inch taller than the birds, follows 
his dad through the filock noncha- 
lantly, but with keen interest, 

Credit for the flock, which is one 
of the biggest in Western Canada, 
is given to Mrs. Brown by her hus-! 
band, who for a number of years 
ran one of the province's best hog 
ranches, 

So far as the proprietors know 
they have not lost one turkey to 
coyotes, but have had most of their 
difficulty through hail storms, long 
wet springs and thunder storms, Two 
ranges of over five acres each are 
employed to raise the turkeys, Ro- 
tating from one pasture to another 
cuts down the chance of disease tak- 
ing toll and provides fresh green 
feed for the flock. 

The fluttering of a feather, or the 
dropping of a sparrow from the sky 
are sufficient distractions to stam- 
pede the whole flock of 4,000, In 
daily light hours the birds will quiet-| 
en down in a few minutes, but at) 
night time once they are off the 
roosts nervousness holds the birds 
on the move for a long period. 

Water is a 325 gallon a day'item 
to the birds during the present fat-

SITUATION GOOD 
FOR FEED GRAINS 


Canada’s feed grain supply situa: | 
tion is about 25 per cent better than | 
it was a year ago, the Bureau of | 
Statistics reported last week. | 

It gave two reasons for the im- 
provement—a drop in the number 
of grain-consuming animals and a 
feed-grain crop exceeding last 
year’s by some 136,000,000 bushels. 

And, said the Bureau, there is 
more even distribution of the 1948 
production. Central Canada turned 
out an “excellent crop” in contrast 
to the near failure experienced in 
1947. Asa result of even distribu- 
tion, it is anticipated that ship- 
ments of Western feed grains under 
the freight assistance plan will be 
considerably lower in the 1947-48 
crop year. 

The Bureau said supplies of for- 
age should be adequate in nearly 
all sections of the country this 
year. The all-Canada hay and clo- 
ver crop is down slightly from 1947, 
but this decrease is more than off- 
set by a larger crop of alfalfa.

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OIL, PIPELINE EASTWARD 
MAY BE BUILT BY 1950 
_ 

The next big step in the develop- 
ment of Alberta oil resources is a 
pipeline from the Leduc field to 
Regina and Imperial Oil hopes to 
have it operating by 1950, Henry H. 
Heweston president of Imperial, 
said in Calgary last week. The line 
would be about 500 miles long and 
cost close to thirty-five million dol- 
lars, he said. It is already in the 
drafting stage. 

Alberta oil has already squeezed 
all imports out of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan and is pushing the 
fringe into Manitoba, he said. Car- 
rying the oil by pipeline to Regina 
would make it that much easier to 
extend the market into the northern 
United States and Manitoba and 
eastern Ontario. Whether any pipe- 
lines would be laid east or south of 
Regina had not yet been decided. 

Residues from the new Imperial 
plant at Edmonton are being taken 
to the Ioco plant near Vancouver 
for refining, Mr. Hewston said, 
making it possible to cut down 
West Coast imports from U.S.A. 

The company was already think- 
ing in terms of a pipeline to the 
Pacific Coast, but this would de- 
pend on proving of further reserves, 
he said. 

The new Edmonton refinery 
would probably have its cracking 
unit operating in a couple of weeks, 
said the president.

The pottery industry in Great 
Britain has been able to speed up 
production through the mechaniza- 
tion of certain processes which do 
not require skilled operators. Auto- 
matic machinery has been introduc- 
ed, with drying plant, conveyors, 
lifts and other equipment, while 
factories have been rebuilt or great- 
ly improved. Skilled operators are 
not affected by these changes, and 
the potters are able to maintain 
quality. 

Exports are higher, the value of 
pottery and their fired clay products 
in 1947 amounting to about $59,075, - 
000, as compared with $43,160,- 
514 in 1946 and $16,272,950 in 1938.
